When 
his great predecessor Tsing Kuo-fan passed 
through Shanghai’ some years back, he cx- 
yreased a sort’ of contemptuous astonish- 
ment, that- foreigners shoyld waste their 
money in building such big, fine houses. 
There is no doubt that this phase of our 
civilisation must have a striking effect upon 
even na wealthy Chinaman, accustomed to 
live all his life in thes midat of squalor, 
untidiness, and dirt, We remember visit- 
ing the house, of avery rich .Chiness some 
time ago, ‘The: main entrance, would have 
disgraced the scullery-door of the meaneal 
house in England., The passage was littered 
up with mops - and bruoms—apparently 
seldom used—rubbish, ‘and-heapa ‘of dirt. 
The floor was of brick, wet and aozy, The 
whole place wns dingy, squalid, and com- 
furtleas, - We have known high mandarins 
quite as podrly housed, Whether Tso was 
as much nnpressed by the cloan and hind- 
some houses of Shanghni as Teéng Kic-fan, 
we should consider. doubtful, for as he 
sat, stolid and heavy, in hig chair. it is 
not certain thut he cam have seen very mich 
at all. But these aré trifes. Let as hope 
that the longer he lives near us the more 
convinced he will ‘become of the: necessity 
for all those scientific. conveniences the 
introduction of which we have so much at 
heart. Whatever else he may have seen 
or missed, he cannot at any rate have failed 
to hotice our streets lined with’ telegraphic 
and telephonie wires. He.is aware of the 
importance of these mediums: of con 
tunication, for tho former at any rate 
played an importint part in Peking during 
the Russian difficulty. He has a telegraphie 
service under his own control at ‘the Arsenal 
at Nanking. . It seerma strange that in China 
telegraphs should have outrun railways, and. 
stranger stil] that, the one being established, 
the other shouldbe so long in coming after 
it.
